A Direlict Official. 


We are inclined to the opinion that 
the 
individual whose 
mission 
is 
traveling about the country and man­ 
ufacturing funerals for the friends of 
demented persons, is a myth, and has, 
in fact, no real existence. 
If such a 
character ever existed he has thrown 
up his commission, or like many Fed­ 
era! officers grown so rich and careless 
that he no longer attends to his busi­ 
ness. There is, however, one more 
chance for him. 
H e m ay be so con­ 
stantly employed elsewhere that he 
has no time to visit California. Cer­ 
tain it is the fool-killer has not been 
in this State for a long time. If he 
had been in Los Angeles during the 
few days the bandit V a s q u e z was con­ 
fined here, he would have reduced our 
population at least one-half. There 
never was such a shameful exhibition 
of hero-worship—hero-worship, where 
the hero was a coarse, cowardly mur­ 
derer and the worshipers intelligent 
law abiding people. 
Now that it is 
all over, many of those who rushed to 
the jail and bowed in humble adora­ 
tion before the red-handed villain, no 
doubt feel ashamed of themselves. 
But the mischief is done. 
A certain 
proportion of our Mexican population 
sympathize with V a s q u e z , and would 
aid him as far as consistent with their 
personal safety to escape. 
Further 
than this these Mexicans seeing the 
a oration bestowed upon the man 
whom they regard as greater and bet­ 
ter than any American, are emulous 
to become as great as he. 
Many of 
them wi 1 follow in his footsteps un­ 
til overtaken by a bullet or strangled 
by a rope. 
Well, V a s q u e z wa-¡ taken 
from here to Salinas City. At San 
Francisco thousands flocked to see 
him; at other points along the route 
the same hero-worship tomfoolery was 
manifested. 
lie was safely landed in 
the M onterey County Jail, and now 
we learn that the Americans an<l 
the Mexican population besiege the 
jail and beg for permission to take 
him by the hand. 
He is feasted on 
the best the m arket affords, 
and 
toasted as the hero of a hundred bat­ 
tles fought in his country’s defense. 
All this is breeding trouble—sowing 
seed that will bring a harvest of rap­ 
ine and murder. 
Hence we say that 
the fool-killer Í3 not in this State, or 
if he is, he is neglecting his duty. 


The Water Route. 


The question of quick time between 
this city and San Francisco will be­ 
come one of considerable importance 
at no distant day. 
Already our busi­ 
ness men are asking if the time now 
occupied in making the trip cannot be 
considerably shortened. The answer 
to the question is simply. Yes. The 
forty or forty-eight hours now consum­ 
ed may be shortened to thirty, or even 
less. 
Boats may be built which will 
make the distance between W ilming­ 
ton and San Francisco in less time 
than would be occupied by a train of 
cars running at the average rate of 
speed on the Western Pacific and go­ 
ing around by the junction eight miles 
south of Stockton. It is claimed that 
the Truxton road will shorten the dis­ 
tance some thirty miles. If this is 
true, as we presume it is, the running 
time of a boat between Truxton and 
San Francisco may be brought within 
thirty hours. 
It cannot, however, be 
done with the boats now on the route. 
The company that will secure our 
travel must supply themselves with 
boats adapted to the wants of the peo­ 
ple. These boats must be light-built, 
powerful runners. W e do not want the 
dark, cooped up, deep, slow travelers 
now used. 
The new steamers must be 
open and airy, with plenty of room. 
Steamers of this class, officered with 
men who know how to treat the pub­ 
lic, will secure all the travel now and 
retain a good share of it even after 
the railroad Í3 completed. The Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company will be look­ 
ing to its own interests by building a 
num ber of this class of boats immedi­ 
ately.

P e o p l e who pay their way into a 
ljcture room for the purpose of hissing 
the speaker should be kicked out and 
their demand for a return of the ad­ 
mission fee unheeded. Persons always 
have a general idea of what they are 
going to hear, and if they think they 
will not like it, they should not go. 
No one has a right to disturb those 
who do like what is being said,because 
they do not happen to admire the 
speaker or dissent from his senti­ 
ments.

The 
conclusion seems to be sustained by 
co m m o n sen se, but if the Committee 
had pronounced the passion for drink 
a hereditary epidemic which prevails 
in some families and innoculates the 
world, they would have proven them ­ 
s e lv e s possessed of the concentrated 
w isd o m o f all w ise men. 


Unredeemed Promises. 


One of the most disagreeable fea­ 
tures of the Administration is its dis­ 
regard for its word. 
It has been pro­ 
lific of promises, but barren of fruit. 
It has told us it would do much, but 
it has in reality done nothing—noth­ 
ing that it should have done, and 
everything that it should not have 
done. 
W e heard much about civil 
service reform, but we never saw the 
reform. 
Bad men were to be turned 
odt and good men placed in their 
stead, but such men as R ic h a r d s o n 
continue popular and hold leading po­ 
sitions. 
The national debt was to be 
reduced, but the ablest mathematician 
in the world cannot show the reduc­ 
tion. Taxes were to be made lighter. 
They are still galling. The honest 
conducting of the national depart­ 
ments were assured, but rascality con­ 
tinues to develop itself there as of yore 
—see straw bids in the Postal Depart­ 
ment. Charges against rings and cor­ 
porations were to be honestly investi­ 
gated; yet no investigation follows. 
Official defaulters wero to be over­ 
hauled and made to disgorge their ill- 
gotten gains; yet they are all out of 
jail, and not a dollar has been recov­ 
ered. Congress was to be made up of 
honest men; yet B e n B u t l e r and A. 
A. S a r g e n t are its leaders and the 
Administration’s advisers. The peo­ 
ple remember these promises, and they 
cannot remember that any of them 
have 
been redeemed. 
It is these 
things that have brought the domi­ 
nant party and the men it has placed 
in power into disrepute. The immense 
frauds which have 
recently 
been 
brought to light in the District of Co­ 
lumbia government management has 
worked untold harm to the Adminis­ 
tration. 
Millions of dollars were actu­ 
ally stolen, and a large share of the 
money divided among the newspapers 
that boast of their position as Adm in­ 
istration organs. The true men who 
constitute the honest portion of the 
Republican party arc bending beneath 
the load of infamy that has been 
heaped upon them, and only await the 
proper time to call the unfaithful stew­ 
ards to account. 


A g r e a t deal of money has been 
expended in attempting to stock the 
bays and rivers of California with the 
fine fish that abound 
in 
Eastern 
waters. 
As yet no satisfactory results 
have preseuted themselves. 
We have 
heard that young shad have been 
caught in the Sacramento river, but 
the fact has never been actually es­ 
tablished. Up to this time we believe 
attem pts to stock our rivers with 
Eastern fish have been confined to the 
San Joaquin and Sacramento rivers 
and their tributaries. 
W e now sug­ 
gest to Commissioner 
S t o n e that 
good results might follow experiments 
in tile Los A ngeles and Santa Ana 
rivers. The are clear, cool, mountain 
streams, and would grow the fish lie is 
importing. 
It is true the water is ail 
taken from these rivers and used for 
irrigating purposes, but this is not 
done until it reaches the valley. 
In 
the hills and up in the mountains fish 
m ight breed undisturbed. 


T h e harvest is almost here. The 
estimates of the crop may now be 
safely made, so far as this valley is 
concerned. From all points we hear 
only the most favorable reports. The 
barley and rye will yield crops equal 
to any ever before harvested in this 
part of the State. 
The wheat prospect 
is equally good. The corn, of which a 
larger area than at any previous sea­ 
son is planted, promises to meet the 
most sanguine expectations of the 
farmers. The vegetables of all kinds 
are fully up to the yield of the best 
seasons. 
The orange, lemon and lime 
groves 
indicate an 
unprecedented 
yield. 
Altogether, the people of Los 
Angeles Valley are in the m idst of a 
very prosperous season, and the year 
will close leaving them in a much bet­ 
ter condition, financially and in every 
other way, than at any time within 
the last decade. 


O n e needs must go from home to 
hear the new3. The San Jose Mercury 
announces that a severe sand storm, 
of two days duration, recently pre­ 
vailed in Los Angeles Valley. As if 
sand was not enough, it tells us peb­ 
bles were floating about in the air. 
W hy not mill stones and granite 
boulders ? When one is telling a story 
why not make it as near like one of 
Baron 
M u n c h a u s e n , as possible? 
No sand storm prevailed in this valley 
tor two days, for ten minutes, nor at 
all. No pebbles darted through the 
air, and the Mercury's story is mere 
sound and fury, signifying nothing 
but a desire to say something mean 
about Los Angeles Valley. 
Such 
stories will not throw sand in the 
eyes of the people. 


T h e Post continues to yelp uud 
snarl and snap at the heels of Sail 
Francisco’s rich men. The gentleman 
who runs the evening edition of the 
Chronicle is determined to work him ­ 
self into notority, if he works himself 
into a straight jacket in tiie effort. 
The rich men don’t notice him much 
—in fact not at all—but he goes after 
them in season and out of season. 
Thev don’t pay enough taxes; they 
don’t do this, and they don’t do that 
They are never doing what he wishes! 
and never will, until they become 
silly enough to recognize in the editor 
of the Post a little great man, who 
once received a letter from 
J o h n 
S t u a r t M il l . 


Major Robt. Beck, Secretary of the 
State Agricultural Society, who is ex­ 
tensively engaged in packing wool in 
Sacramento for the Eastern market, 
estimates that the wool clip of the 
State this year will amount to between 
34,000,000 and 33,000,000 pounds. Last 
year it was 33,000,000.

It is said that there was a fam ily dif­ 
ficulty between the t.vo, and Fernan­ 
dez had been ill-treating some of the

of 
M endearoy’s 
fam ily. 
Som e words occurred

two, when M endearoy said : “ Don’ t 
abuse them — abuse m e.” 
Upon this 
the other drew his revolver and fired, 
M endiaroy was shot near tho heart, 
and expired in about ten m inutes. 
A fter the deed was com m itted, F er­ 
nandes rushed down a narrow alley 
beyond the house and succeeded for 
the tim e in m akin g his escape.
